Further relative to plague-infected rat found at Oakland — Sanitary 

measures adopted. 

Doctor Blue further reports, November 18: 

On the finding of a plague rat in Webster street, Oakland [see 
Public Health Reports, November 13, 1908, page 1640] the block and 
vicinity were inspected and conditions were found to be very insani- 
tary. In all, 3 plague rats audi human case of plague have been 
found near this locality in Chinatown. The human case occurred 
November 3, 1907, in Fourth street. The plague-infected rats were 
found as follows: 

Third street - February 20, 1908 

Third street February 29, 1908 

Webster street October 30, 1908 

On request the city health officer of Oakland employed 3 laborers 
to work under service inspector. The work was done with a view to 
finding out how far the plague infection extended. The floors of 
many insanitary stables, warehouses, and dwellings were taken up and 
a search was made. Many old rats cadavers and evidence that a large 
rat population existed were found. A thorough inspection service of 
that portion of Oakland will be maintained andChinatown thoroughly 
cleaned.
